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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-37 and 5 1 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 38-50, 52-72 are allowed. 

3. The allowable Subject matter was indicated in office Action mailed on 10/01/2009. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
there was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or combination with the 
cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in claims 38 and 65. 

5. As claim 38, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method of particle size and concentration measurement comprising converting 
the Gaussian laser beam into a focused, synthesized, non-Gaussian dark beam; causing the 
particles to flow relative to a stationary dark beam or using a scanning mechanism to cause said 
beam to interact with said particles; using a detection system to measure the interaction signal 
and number of interactions per unit time of said dark beam with said particles, (applicants' 
specification page 5, lines 4-6 and page 12, lines 15-16, defines a dark beam is a laser beam that 
has a dark spot or line at the center of a beam with an otherwise typically Gausian envelop), in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 38. 

6. As claim 65, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a system for particle size and concentration measurement comprising the 
focused, synthesized, non-Gaussian laser beam is a dark beam and means for converting said 
focused, synthesized, non-Gaussian laser beam are chosen from the following group: a 
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combination of a spatial filter and a lens; and a liquid crystal device, (applicants' specification 
page 5, lines 4-6 and page 12, lines 15-16, defines a dark beam is a laser beam that has a dark 
spot or line at the center of a beam with an otherwise typically Gausian envelop), in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of claim 65.
